This is a decision on the petition under the unintentional provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed 
November 9, 2007, to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the Non-Final Rejection 
mailed, May 4, 2007, which set a shortened statutory period for reply of three (3) months. No extensions 
of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136 (a) were obtained. Accordingly, the application became 
abandoned on August 5, 2007. 

The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) in that petitioner has supplied (1) the reply in 
the form of an Amendment/Response after Non-Final Rejection, (2) the petition fee of $770, and (3) an 
adequate statement of unintentional delay. 

In additional to receiving a Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally 
Under 37CFR 1 .137(b), the United States Patent and Trademark Office received a payment of $820 for a 
four month extension of time on November 9, 2007. 

An extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .136 must be filed prior to the expiration of the maximum 
extendable period for reply. See In re Application of S. , 8 USPQ2d 1630, 1631 (Comm'r Pats. 1988). 
Since the $820 extension of time fee was subsequent to the maximum extendable period for reply, this fee 
is unnecessary and will be refunded to the petitioner's deposit account.
